If no other advantage is derived 
frotfl the Alabama olainis, they will at 
least realize a coDsidorablQ earn, to tbo 
telegraphic compaQios and aKente. The 
wonderful ohangoa and effects pro- 
daced by tbo telegrams is really quite 
refroBhing; there la no lack of origin^ 
ality in these ingenious productions, 
in fact to such a dogreo is this valuable 
quality carried that iboy entirely dis 
pense with governmental or any other 
aid in the matter, and compose the 
telegrams to suit the public demand 
It is so far satisfactory, considoring the 
sensational character of the news, that 
we know the source whonoo it einan- 
■ ates. It has long been an understood 
move ill statecraft to keup the atten- 
tion of the people directed to some ob- 
ject away from the point that is tbo 
oaase of the greatest solicitude on tbo 
part of the goverament; and for this 
parpbaethe acqasition and retention of 
the Alabama olaims would be of more 
- Valiie tlo'tbe United States government 
than the. largest sam yet spokea of by 
■ ■ any of the Senators. We feel thor-. 
ODgbly convinoed that any American 
having a sincere love for his. country , 
vonld'^oppese to the last any attempt 
to involve the Bepablio in war; lut 
the proBent state of that country ro^ 
quires that the eyes of the people 
be kept away from domostio aSairs an- 
til the government of President Grant 
finds itself properly consolidated. It 
is with this objcot that Sumner and 
Chandler mako speeches in the Senate ; 
that all the journals, of whatever shude 
of politics, write inflammatory articles ; 
that sensational telegrams are maiiufac 
turod. Mr. G-ult, in the Canadian Par< 
liomeat, has boon keen enough to soo 
the value of the manoaavro, and he 
shuts np the mouths of annoxaionists 
with "Fenian claims." The amount 
claimed on this aooount will doubtless 
be pretty largo, and he will keep it by 
him like certain Indian garments that 
are used for particular danoea ; those 
dresses are oroamonted with eholls 
and bits of bone so that when 
the dancer is posturing, a certain 
noise is prodnoed, whioh is. really the 
great; object of the danoo, Mr. Gait 
^ will lieep his Fenian qiaiina' to delight 
the ears- of patriotic 'Canadians for all 
fature time. Our American ,oou8iui<i 
have long borne a high character for 
'cutenessi but we suspect they have over 
played their little game with John 
Ball, la shaking the Alabama claims 
at him, they only intended to please 
the people at home and impress the 
world at large with tbo vast impor- 
tance of Uncle Sam ; they never gave 
the bluff old Englishman orodii for 
wily diplomacy j they anticipated be- 
ing mot by the usual brusque rejoinder 
instead of the suave politeness with 
which the overtures of Mr. Johnson 
wore received. For onoo English 
statesmen saw the motivos and availed 
themselves of the ojjportunity to secure 
a riapntotlon for gou jroBiiy at Aoieri-. 
can expense. It was never iuioiidcd 
iby the American Government that 
any definite arrangement should be 
OOme to, which seoms to havo been 
fully undoratoid by the English 
premier, who, well knowing that th. 
terms, however liberal, would not be ac- 
cepted, came forward with empressement 
and offiered terms that had there been 
any likelihood of acceptance, wonld have 
been really hnmiliating for Eogliwul. 
Aj it is, Gladstone has socurisd for his 
coantrya repnto throaghout the world 
for liberality and a sincere regard for 
hamaoity in the desire to avoid hostili- 
ties, and this will be always on record to 
the prejudice of American politics when- 
ever auy qaesliou of iutcrnatioual law 
rises to the surface. In our opinion, 
England has squnred off the Alabiuiiu 
claima; us, wlicnuver tl]is little uccounl ia 
presented to John Bull, ho will immedia- 
tely lug out the rejected treaty. Wo are 
not at "ill surprised that Jlovordy John- 
son has been recalled, or that American 
politiciaus are in an awful rage with him. 
Ho has undoubtedly robbed the Grant 
Goverament of the best card in their 
bauds. We note, also, that John Bull 
fully appreciates his advantage, and is 
advancing as XTncle Sam retreats; he ii 
nov assuming a sort of virtuous indigna- 
t.Jtlpa. andi by the last telegrams we Joarn, 
, is tickling the patriotism of Canadians 
by coantermandiDg the departnro of the 
troops hOfiieward,jrhere they had been 
ordered,
